He at once low- 
ered the gates, but he was too late for 
the streetcar was already on the tracks 
and the passenger train only a few feet 
distant. It was running at a lively 
rate of speed, it is sain, and crashed 
into the side of the car. The Utter was 
turned aronnd and then waa thrown 80 
feet through the air. 

Few of the passengers had any warn 
ing of the accident. Those on the foot- 
board nearest the passenger train saw 
it coming and jumped in time to save 
themselves from injury and perhaps 
death. But the majority of those on 
board were carried with the demolished 
car. and they fell to the ground to 
gether, 8om» with badly bnuaad bodies 
and others ciead. 

Tiie car. broken into many pieces 
buried those who had been riding in it 
ami as the passenger train plunged 
ah I ad there were many cries of pain 
and agony to be heard. Perkins and 
Dillon were frightfully mangled. A 
piece of timber had been forced down 
the latter's throat breaking his jaw- 
There were also two women killed, but 
nothing on them would indicate their 
names. The dead were at once taken to 
the county morgue aad the injured 
were placed in carriages and cfriven 
awaj'. 

The passenger tram was in charge or 
Conductor John Kern. Engine«>r E. W. 
Jones and Fireman James Campljell. 
Engineer Jones said that he did not see 
the streetcar imtil the horses were in 
front of tlu train, and that he could 
not possibly have stopped In time to 
avoid the accident. 

Police (.'aptiin Ward arrested Engi- 
neer Jones, Fireman Campbell and a 
man named Henry Hughes, who was 
riding in the cab of the engine. They 
will be held at the station until after 
the coroner's intiuest.

This weeks 
Muskoget' Ph(enix contains acommunr 
cation from ex- Indian Agent Bennett 
which goes far toward gratifying th^ 
wishes of the statehood element. Mr 
Bennett was recently removed from 
office on account of the stand he took 
in preventing the execution of certain 
Choc-taw Indians, but the letter above 
referred to was written some time prior 
to his removal. 

Mr. Bennett thinks that Indian Ter 
ritory should have better laws. He 
says the tribal laws are inadequate 
the needs of the fast increasing popula 
tion; that what laws the Indians have 
are only partially enforced, and the 
general government runs over then 
roughshod whenever it sees lir . Heal 
refers to the manner in wlm li the 1 
dian is constantly being robbed by tlu 
lobbyist, or third congress. He think 
congress has the power, regardless of 
treaties, to remedy these wrongs, and 
that something ought to be done tor 
their protection as well as other citi 
zens. 

In short, he is an advocate of state- 
hood, and recommends that a mass 
meeting be held at Muskogee soon to 
devise a way to get at legislation that 
will relieve the people and glva tibem 
government that will protwl all dti 
zens alike.

Th(^ oflicers of both services, he be- 
lieved, might profit professionally by a 
knowledge of the respective mtval 
methods as practiced in the two fleete 
and the mutual knowledge might be of 
immense future benefit to Russia and 
the United States. The maintenance 
by iiussia of a i>ermanent fleet of war- 
ships in United Btatee waters is not t^i- 
derstpod here by either American or 
Russian oflicers to mean that the Rus- 
sian fleet will remain continuously in 
New York waters. New York is un- 
derstood to be the selected port for Rus- 
sia's depot of supplies, but New York 
will ])e visited only so often as, in the 
opinion of the Russian flag oflloer in 
command, is deemed advisame. 

It is essential that the warships 
wliile in commission do a large share of 
cruising in order to maintain proper 
efficiency. For this reason one or more 
of the Russian ships now in port will, it 
was announced Sunday, leave New 
York this week for the target practice 
at sea. Newport, it is said, will later 
on be visited. The Russian shiiis which 
will leave here will return to join the 
big Russian '<attleBhip Nicolai I, now 
on her wav across the Atlantic for this 



port. 

The Nicolai I will be the most power- 
fid battleship which will have ever en- 
tered the port of New York. It is safe 
to xay that she will be the most power- 
ful ship to have entered United States 
waters. The Nioolai I maaaom 8.440 
tons in displacement, and oarrlea two 
I J-inch fi3-ton breech-loading rifles, four 
It-inch 19-ton breech-loatling rifles, eight 
6-inch d-ton breech-loading rifles, 10 
rapid-fire guns, eight machine guns and 
six torpedo tubsB. Tba NkolM I la ai* 
pected daily.

Wh<>never it .sliall he desireil by the 
committee or ){ovc'rniii>{ authority of any 
political party to hol<l a primary election 
8ai<l committee or governinj^ anthoritv 
shall, at least forty days prior to such 
primary election, public notice 

thereof, by ]»08tiiii: suc h notii-e at the 
court house door and at least twenty 
other public i)lacefl in the county or dis- 
trict. Such notice sball state tlie date of 
such proposeil primary election, the hours 
between which it will be held, the offices 
for which candidates are to be nominated, 
and the places at which polls will be 
oi>ened at such primary elections. 

AH persona who are iegal voters shall 
hare the right to participate in such pri- 
mary elections, subject to such addi- 
tional poUtioal quallflcatloiia as may be pre- 
aciibedbytheoonunittea. lacaaetheoffi- 
an of such primary elaetioa ba In doubt 
as to the right of any penon to vote, such 
person shall be sworn by the judges of 
election, and if, after examination as to 
his right to vote, he be allowed to vote 
the word " sworn " shall be marked on 
the stub of the ballot containing such 
person's name. A ny bystander may also 
challenge the ri^bt of any person to vote, 
and in all such cases, such i)er8on whose 
right to vote is so challenged, shall be 
sworn and examint>d, as tbe law provides. 

The olhcers for each precinct in all 
primary elections shall bo of the same 
number as is required by law to bold 
regular State elections, and their duties 
and responsibilities sliall be precisely 
the same as those of legally appointed 
and regularly qualified officers of regular 
State elections. The^ shall be appointed 
by the regular organized and constituted 
committee or governing authority of tbe 
political party holding such primary 
election, and shall, before entering u^n 
the discharge of their respective duties, 
take the same oath required to be taken 
by officers of regular State elections. 
The oflScers in each precinct shall be 
selected from lists fnnushed by the vari- 
ous candidates. Irach lists to be furnished 
by the respective candidates to the com- 
mittee at leaat ten days before such 
primary election, and shall be as nearly 
equally divided as posaible as to judges, 
clerks and sheriflli among tiie vanops 
candidates. 

The officers of jirinuiry elections have 
the same powers and privileges as Dllicers 
of re>.nilar State electiuns and are subject to 
same jx-nalties as the oIIicith of rejiular 
State ele(!tioii.s. 

A ny ])erson desiring to sul)init his name 
til the viiters in a jirimary election shall, 
not later than fifteen days next prin eding 
the holding' nf ,snc)i jirinutry election, 
apprise the cnmmittee of the political 
party holdin;: such i)rimary of the fact 
that he is a candidate, and upon comply- 
ing with the conditions prescribed by 
the committee for the regulation of can- 
didates, hIkiU lie declared to be a candi- 
date, and any person who has not given 
such notice to the committee shall not 
have his name printed on the ballots 
used in such primary election; but any 
person desiring to vote for one other than 
the (>ersons whose names are printed on 
such ballots shall have the right to do so 
by writing the name of the person for 
whom he desires to vote in the space on 
the ballot set apart for the names of the 
candidates for such office as he may de> 
sire such person so voted for to hold. 

The returns of all primary elections 
shall be deposited at such place as tbe 
committee shall designate and within 
such time as is provided by law in the 
case of State elections. The Executive 
Committee adopted a resolution at tbe 
recent meeting? that the returns of the 
api)roaching i)rimarv shall be deposited 
with the Secretary, f)eputv (bounty Clerk 
John C. Lovel, at the County Clerk's 
office. 

The law also provides for counting tlie 
ballots and certifying the result and for 
settling all contests in eases of a tie vote.

eleventh. I now reiterate the statement 
tliat was made, to-wit: That the 
aatnmnal equinox will mark the twelfth 
stroke. Thereafter it is 'low twelve 
fully come,' and the conseouences will 
follow in an orderly and chronological 
manner. It would seem that every man 
and woman, at least of my own race, 
Israel, would re-read, and that right care- 
fully, the parable of the wisi; and fixjlish 
virgins in this connection. It would 
tlien be seen thai it is by no means the 
end lof the world that i." at band that I 
am so often misrepresented as expecting, 
but far diirerent matters. We are ap- 
proaching the crisis which must pn coile 
the millennium. Tiie optimistic'sJ day is 
over, and the scene of fai;t8 drMun the 
whistle wherewith he seeks to keep his 
coura^'o up.

I call it bv its proper 
name ai written by the prophets of Jeho- 
vah. It ii judgment. Its duration as 
it were a 'week' of years, and for that 
matter all the years that follow even to 
the millennium, a duration of one thous- 
and years, or a day of the Lord, as St. 
Peter calia it, wiil be a period of judg- 
ment to all who do unrighteousness 
therein. But enough; a ward to the 
wise is suflicient. My time is all occu- 
pied in close chronological study. I 
would gladly write the mantiscript detail- 
ing these unanswerable vindications of 
the Scripture in my life's blood if that 
would insure their speedy examination 
at the hands of those for whom they are 
published. But all this is idle ; it seems 
impossible to reach those whom I long 
with unattainable anxiety to bring into 
a knowledge of what now must shortly 
come to jiass. It is a case of tiat justitia 
ruat ccK'liiiii, for as in the davs of Noah, 
eo shall it be in the days of the Son of 
Mm. There are sij^ns enough to awake 
the dead, and I believe, as it is written, 
that rign itself shall not be wanting."
